I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1965. 

The  residential  population  of  Gov/er  is  now  14,500, 
showing  an  increase  of  1 ,060  from  the  previous  year.  Although 
the  population  figures  have  steadily  increased  year  by  year, 
this  is  the  biggest  increase  in  any  one  year  over  the  past  20 
years. 


This  is  the  residential  population,  but  at  holiday  times 
is  several  times  higher,  and  the  people  who  visit  Gower  come 
not  only  from  Britain  but  also  from  foreign  parts.  It  will  be 
realised  that  the  mixing  of  these  people  can  be  potentially 
dangerous  from  an  epidemiological  point  of  view,  and  facilities 
provided  .should  be  adequate. 

I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  to  thank  them  for  their  loyalty.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  CHIEF  INDUSTRIES 

Gower  is  an  area  of  Outstanding  Natural  Beauty,  and  as 
such,  attracts  a very  large  influx  of  day  visitors,  holiday  makers, 
campers  and  caravanners,  and  this  creates  problems,  especially 
during  the  summer  months,  and  our  health  facilities  should  be 
such  as  to  adequately  deal  not  only  with  our  own  population 
but  this  greatly  increased  population. 

Gower  is  chiefly  agricultural  with  the  exception  of  the 
North  East  end  of  the  Peninsula  which  is  mainly  industrial. 

The  population  find  employment  in  catering  for 
tourism,  on  the  land,  and  some  of  the  male  population  find 
employment  outside  the  area. 

At  Penclawdd,  the  cockle  industry  absorbs  approximately 
200  people.  The  industry  must  be  safeguarderd  by  adequate 
public  health  control. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  5 cockle  sterilization  plants 
operating  in  the  Penclawdd  area.

From  the  above  it  will  be  noted  that  59  deaths  were 
classified  as  diseases  of  the  Circulatory  system.  This  being  a 
great  modern  killer  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has  been 
a slight  decrease  over  the  past  3 years — in  1963,  78  deaths 
were  caused  by  circulatory  diseases,  and  in  1964  the  deaths 
amounted  to  61. 


One  feels  that  this  can  still  be  reduced  nationally  by 
advice  on  dietetics  and  exercise. 


DEATH  RATE 

The  death  rate,  all  causes,  of  the  estimated  population 
is  12‘34.  This  shows  an  increase  from  the  previous  year  when  it 
was  10 '86,

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ANALYSIS  OF  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  for  1965 
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TUBERCULOSIS 

3 Cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  2 male 
and  1 female. 

1 of  the  three  above-mentioned  cases  was  admitted  to 
Morriston  Hospital. 

3 cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  (previously  notified) 
were  transferred  to  the  Gower  area  from  Swansea  County 
Borough. 

Tuberculosis  Clinics — The  curati\  e treatment  of  Tuber- 
culosis is  in  the  care  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  patients 
suffering  from  this  disease  attend  the  Clinic  at  the  New  Hospital 
Singleton  Park,  Swansea. 

Poliomyelitis.  Mass  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  being 
done.  The  driving  force  behind  this  is  the  public  health  depart- 
ment of  Glamorgan  County  Council.  It  is  hoped  eventually  to 
combat  this  disease. 

This  is  a good  illustration  of  “Prevention  is  better  than  cure”. 


LUNG  CANCER 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer  during  the 
year  was  8 as  compared  with  4 in  1964,  all  males  in  the  45-75 
age  group.

The  District  Nursing  Service,  Night  Sitter-in  Service, 
and  Home  Help  Service  provided  by  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  are  a boon  to  the  aged. 

Meals  on  Wheels  provide  a service  which  is  of  value.

CARAVAN  SITES 

There  were  27  holiday  caravan  sites  licenced  at  the  end 
of  the  year  involving  the  siting  of  some  1358  caravans,  and  the 
numbers  per  site  ranged  from  1 to  200  caravans. 

The  largest  concentration  of  caravans — 590  contained  in 
3 sites — are  stationed  in  North  Gower  between  Llangennith 
and  Llanmadoc,  and  the  remaining  heavy  concentrations  are 
.sited  at  Port  Eynon  and  Horton — 347,  Oxwich — 201. 
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The  increasing  problem  that  still  exists  to-day  is  that  of 
the  tented  camping  sites.  These  sites  are  generally  established 
on  land  adjoining  licenced  caravan  sites  and  under  the  same 
ownership. 

The  legislation  in  force  to  control  tented  campers  is  still 
very  limited,  and  campers  still  make  use  of  those  facilities 
provided  for  the  use  of  caravan  sites  licenced  under  the  Caravan 
Sites  & Control  of  Development  Act  1960.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Crofty  and  Llanmorlais  Sewage  disposal  scheme 
is  nearing  completion  and  will  be  put  into  operation  in  the 
early  part  of  1966. 

A scheme  is  also  in  the  course  of  construction  in  the 
villages  of  Port  Eynon  and  Horton. 
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The  Bishopston  and  Kittle  sewerage  scheme  is  also 
in  the  course  of  preparation,  and  it  is  intended  that  the  effluent 
shall  receive  full  treatment  before  its  final  discharge  into  the 
sea.  It  is  hoped  this  scheme  will  be  commenced  some  time 
in  1966. 

Additional  sewerage  schemes  which  are  in  the  course 
of  preparation  include  the  villages  of  Llangennith,  Oxwich, 
Rhossilli,  Llanmadoc  and  Horton. 

Samples  of  sewage  effluent  were  taken  for  chemical 
analysis  from  the  following  plants  with  results  as  shown.

As  a result  of  the  above  3 positive  cases,  follow-up 
samples  of  milk  from  2 affected  herds  are  being  taken  for 
examination,  and  to-date  2 affected  cows  from  one  herd  of  5 
cows  have  been  removed  for  slaughter. 

One  aflected  cow  from  the  second  herd  of  30  cows  and  5 
calves  have  also  been  removed  for  slaughter.  In  the  case  of 
this  herd,  blood  specimens  were  taken  by  the  Veterinary 
Practitioner  from  the  entire  herd  and  submitted  for  examination. 
The  result  was  negative  in  all  cases. 

In  addition,  since  milk  from  this  herd  was  being  sold 
under  the  designation  “ Farm  Bottled  ”,  Notice  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  1955  Sec.20.(4)  (a)  has  been  served.
